The pro¬ 
gram headquarters is locat¬ 
ed at 200 North Avenue 18 
in Los Angeles. Supe.vi.sion 
of the facility is the re¬ 
sponsibility, now, of th'' De¬ 
partment of Public Social 
Services.

tion Supervisor provides re¬ 
habilitation' services for the 
welfare clients assigned, in¬ 
cluding on-the-job training, 
work evaluation, and reha¬ 
bilitation counseling.

Channel Pact 
For City 
Approved 

County supervisors have 
approved an agreement 
dealing with construction 
of a .section of Sierra Ma¬ 
dre channel by the U. S. 
Army Corps of Engineers, 
Supervisor Warren Dorn 
said today. 

Pact signatories are the 
County Flood Control Dis¬ 
trict and City of Sierra Ma- 
idre. 

Dorn said the Corps of 
Engineers will improve the 
channel between Camlllo 
Street and Sierra Madre 
Dam with work expected to 
start next summer. 

The agreement calls for 
the Dl.strict to arrange with 
the Army for In'clusion of 
a bridge in the contract to 
imnrove acces.s to its water 
collection facililes on the 
east bank of the channel. 

Negotiations leading to 
the pact were directed by 
CFCD Chief Engineer Wal¬ 
ter J. Wood and Sierra Ma¬ 
dre City Ad'ministrator Nor¬ 
man C. Boehm, Dorn added.

The suburbs — not tlie cities or rural areas — 
stand to be tlie big winners when state legislatures apply 
1970 census returns in the second wave of reapportion¬ 
ment under the "one man, one vote” mandate. 

The first phase of reapportionment, as directed by 
the U.S. Supreme Court under the Baker vs. Carr decision, 
began the heavy swing of Congressional representation 
away from the rural areas. The second step, after next 
year’s census, will establish control in the metropolitan 
areas, and especially the suburbs. 

According to a Congressional Quarterly survey, an 
intense search is on in both Republican and Democratic 
party circles to find and elect good candidates to stale 
legislatures in 1970. It will be those legislatures which 
will do the reapportioning of Congressional districts and 
each major party is acutely aware of the stakes involved. 

The survey quotes professor G. Di.xon of George 
Washington University to the effect that an we political 
game will grow from reapportionment — coalitions in¬ 
volving central city, suburbs and rural small towns, none 
of which can put together political domination. 

“Because central cities tend to be Democratic strong¬ 
holds while rural small town areas tend to retain a Re¬ 
publican allegiance,” Dixon said, “the effect of rcappor- 
tionment in many states outside the South has been to 
shift the battle for slate political control to the subur’os, 
where both major parties have a mixed record of successes 
and failures.” 

This view is echoed, with a touch of regret, by Wil¬ 
liam J. D. Boyd of the National Municipal League. “No 
central city,” he said, “contains the necessary 50 per 
cent of the people to dominate the state. It now appears 
that no city will ever attain that dominance. The U.S. 
Is an urban nation, but it is not a big-city nation. The 
suburbs own the future.” 

Summing up. Dr. Richard Lehne of Rutgers Uni¬ 
versity noted the first wave of reapporionmont moved 
representation out of rural areas to the cities and the 
suburbs. “The second reapportionment,” he said “will 
also take districts from non-metropolitan areas and place 
them in the suburbs.” 

But it took William S. James, president of the Mary¬ 
land State Senate, to say it all. Using his state as the 
case example, he wrote: 

“The new, younger men (in politics) come mostly from 
Baltimore suburbs and they ran away from the city in 
the first place. They seem to scorn it as much as the old 
Eastern Shore farmers used to.”

Nutmg is the hard kernel dering. 
Of the apricot-like fruit of d're 
the nutmeg tree, which is a 
tropical evergreen, native 
to the Snice i.sla.nds of the 
West Indies and Brazil. This 
tree grows to a height of 
twenty to forty feet and re- 
■sembles the pear tree. It is ' 
a prolific producer, three 
crops a year for almo.st .50 
years. 

The fruit of the nutmeg 
intermingled with the flow¬ 
ers, is gathered with 
hooked poles. The friut is 
then carefully split in half 
to expose the hard .seeds, 
which is the .nutmeg prop¬ 
er, covered by a false aril 
which is carefully removed, 
dried, and u.sed to 
mace, si.ster spice of mit 
meg.
